1. BERGER FROM JERUSALEM FRONT PAGE REPORTS KISSINGER, IN 
A LAST EFFORT TO EXTRACT AGREEMENT, HAS FORMULATED A 
NUMBER OF AMERICAN PROPOSALS FOR A SETTLEMENT. INFORMED 
OFFICIALS SAID IF HE FAILS TO DETECT SUFFICIENT "GIVE" IN 
SYRIAN POSITION HE WILL STOP ONLY IN TEL AVIV TO REPORT 
TO ISRAELI LEADERS GO ON TO CAIRO BEFORE RETURNING TO 
WASHINGTON PROBABLY SUNDAY. IF DEAL SEEMS POSSIBLE, 
SECRETARY CAN BE EXPECTED TO STAY IN ME A FEW MORE DAYS
